Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: Examiner 
informed the attorney that the application is in condition for allowance subjecting to incorporation of claim 9 into claim 1 
and deleting " a silicate condensed with a silicone fluid" and inserting that the adhesive is formed from silicone 
copolymer resin and polydiorganosiloxane and describing the silicone copolymer resin and also polydiorganosiloxane 
described in the specification at pages 5-7 of the specification ( see examiners amendment). Attorney authorized the 
examiner to amend the claims by examiners amendment and requested to rejoin the method of use claims. Examiner 
agreed and therefore lack of unity is hereby withdrawn .
